default of coal payments to France 
during 1922.

This is the necessary technical ac­ 
tion which was to precede French In­ 
vasion of the Ruhr valley and occu­ 
pation of Hssen.

military plans waited upon action by

France, backet^ by 
Belgium 
and 
Italy, made speedy finish of the re­ 
parations commission's sitting today. 
Ten German experts had succeeded 
in delaying m atters yesterday, by 
haranguing all the afternoon, but to­ 
day they were called speedily to ac- 
eount and the vote France asked of 
the commission was taken. 
By the vote Germany Is found to 
have willfully defaulted in amounts 
of coal that should have been deliv­ 
ered to France during the past y-a- 
The Germans claimed they delivered 
so mu rh they were forced to Import 
other eoal themselves. 
The French clapped immediate cen­ 
sorship applying to foreign as well 
as local 
newspaper 
correspondents 
upon forecasts of what France will 
do, but the press agrees that invasion 
is practically at hand. 
It is expected 
that the French will not wait until 
Thursday when Premier Poincare ad­ 
dresses the Chamber of Deputies be­ 
fore acting. 
He may present occupa­ 
tion of Essen as 
an 
accomplished 
fact.

European Situation Resembles 
1914 Crisis 
Washington, Jan. 
9— With the 
European situation described in dip­ 
lomatic quarters as similar to the 
crisis in 1914 that 
developed 
the 
world war, the United States govern­ 
ment today considered recalling of 
the American troops of occupation 
from the Rhine. 
President Harding and his cabinet 
are scheduled to meet at the White 
House today and it is highly probable 
that the French move into the Ruhr 
and the advisibility of bringing home 
American troops are recently request­ 
ed by a senate resolution, will be 
the foremost subject to be discussed. 
W hether orders are issued within 
the next few days for withdrawal of 
the American forces in Germany, the 
government has made clear that un­ 
der no circumstances will they be­ 
come involved in any trouble result­ 
ing from the F rereh seizure of the 
German principal industrial region. 
Chancellor Cuno in Statement 
Berlin, Jan. 9— Franpe’s proposed 
seizure of Essen would constitute a 
“ breach of treaty’’ as an act of force 
against a defenseless people, declared 
Chancellor Cuno today in an inter­ 
view with the American correspon­ 
dent. 
He contended France’s course was 
wrong and simultaneously 
renewed 
Germany’s offer of a peace pact. 
The chancellor emphasized 
Ger­ 
many s calm viewr of France’s move­ 
ments. adding “ we shall not forever 
bow' to force, and we cannot forever 
yield to threats and thus go into the 
abyss. 
The allies in Paris did not 
desire to hear our proposals and they 
did not agree to their own. 
The so­ 
lution has again 
been 
postponed. 
Certain French 
circles 
apparently 
really believe that reparations can 
be obtained through force”.

klan. 
He said the white hood wa« 
worn in meetings and ceremonials 
hut that when the klun was on tin 
“ w arpath” they wore the black hood. 
A reign of terror bas rc.-<ulte<|»frnm 
the -operations of the 
Klan, 
Nora 
worthy announced. 
Nornwortjiy, former captain of th* 
Klan at Mer Rouge identified also 
the “ vigilance committee of More­ 
house parish” as part of the Klan. 
The vigilance committee has been 
blamed by him for kidnaping* and 
violence.

ernment to accept it.

Hundreds 
gathered 
in 
rhtlBng 
rain outside the prlnons awaiting tho 
single solemn clang of the death Pell 
that announced the execution. 
One woman bore a placard: “ Mur­ 
der cannot be abolished 
by 
mur­ 
der.” 
Mrs. Thompson, who made vain 
appeals for clemency to the last, was 
the first woman executed in England 
In fifteen years. 
Only officials were permitted to 
witness the hangings. 
High board 
fences hail been erected about the 
scaffolds ai th** north of the london 
Jsll and the public saw nothing of 
th** executed nor of the prisoners as 
they were taken from their (ells. 
Official notices of the executions 
were posted on the gates; that of 
Bentonville saying 
that 
Byweters 
hod been executed, wa* put

at 
9:25 u. in. aud Mrs. Thompson's at 
9:33. 
Curious 
crowds 
outside 
drifted

Mrs. 
Thompson and Bywaters were found 
guilty after one of the most dramatic 
murder trials In England's history, 
of conspiring against the former's 
husband and effecting his deatn by 
stabbing on October 4fh.

claiming self defense. 
The couple 
said they planned to elope together 
later and love letters passed between 
them were produed In 
which 
they 
discussed wnys aud means of poison­ 
ing Percy Thompson. 
Th)* prosecution held, and the Jury 
found that Mrs, Thompson Incited 
Bywaters to stab her husband, but 
both the youth and the woman pro­ 
tested violently that this was not ««., 
A petition signed by more 
than 
a 
million people, mostly women, was 
presented to the Home Secretary ask­ 
ing reprieve for Bywaters. 
Mrs. Thompson also made appeals, 
but with few signatures. 
Most of 
lite public sympathy was with the 
youth, u ship steward who had be­ 
coom Infatuated with the woman. 
Bywaters walked bravely to the 
scaffold. 
He ha)! horn 
up 
bravely 
throughout the trial and the various 
ordeals preceding his execution, only 
constantly urging that Mrs. Thomp­ 
son be spared. 
He slept most of the 
night, ate a light breakfast, smoked 
a cigarette, sent a message 
to 
the 
governor of the Bentonville prison 
thanking him for the treatment he 
had received while there, und then 
walked steadily to hts doom. 
Ll I is, the official executor took but 
u couple of minutes. 
Bywaters stood 
arms pinioned on a trap 
door. 
A 
wool cap was pulled over his head, 
immediately the rope had been ad­ 
justed and death was certified to have 
been instantaneous. 
Mrs. Thompson passed a fair night, 
but was in a state of complete col­ 
lapse at 7:30 this morning. 
She was 
practically unconscious for the two 
hours that preceded 
the 
execution 
and was carried to the scaffold with 
a doctor in constant attendance.

One hundred and Y^ty-seven million 


foul 
o f timber wore recently, sold on 
tho Plumas National forest. Califor­ 
nia, according to nil announcement 
made by 
the 
United 
States forest 
service. 
The timber covers about I I,- 
000 acres in what is known as the 
sugar pine-yellow pine bell 
in tile 
heart of the Sierra mountains of Cali­ 
fornia. 
It Is estimated that this amount of 
timber, together u.it]i the I liter-mixed 


privately owned timber, WB1 require 
eight years to out and convert into 
lumber. 
Twenty-one mill s of rail­ 
road will be built to connect with an 
existing logging railroad 40 miles in 
length. As usual in this type of forest, 
says the announcement, the logging 
will be done by donkey engines, but 
forest service men will carefully su­ 
pervise the cutting so that all young 
and thrifty trees will he left for future 
growth. 
Only marked trees will he 
cut and brush and debris resulting 
from logging will be piled and burned.

Due to the progress made by m edi­ 
cal science, the average 
length 
of 
m an's 
life 
has 
been 
increasing. 
More and more people will now com­ 


p le t e the journey to 
ripe 
old 
a g e. 
Clum 1910 to 
1921, 
the 
average 
period of life, in the United States, 
was increased by four years. 
This should be ex h ilaratin g news 
to everybody. 
F rom each joy, ho v- 
e v t ma ny aged w orkers 
ale 
shut 
out. 
To them the advance in long­ 
evity brings uneasiness and anxiety. 
For ii mean« only a prolongation of 
their misery from the poverty which 
too often overtakes obi age. 
The problem of the support of the 
old has been alw ays w ith m ankind. 
Each period has dealt w ith it in its 
own way. 
In p rim itiv e , tribes, aged 
individuals starved or 
were 
otlrer- 
wise put lo death. 
Later, when it 
was 
observed 
th a t 
knowledge 
is 
power, and th a t tin ? m em ories of tile 
elders were the chief treasury of ex­ 
perience and skill, 
the 
old 
man s 
au th o rity was suprem e. 
H e was the 
head of the clan and was looked up 
to as the 
em bodim ent 
of 
wisdom. 
When everything was m anufactured 
ut home, the artisan or laborer con­ 
tinued to work as long as he coal I 
produce anything. 
In ag ricu ltu ral 
com m unities men 
and 
women 
are 
found still useful in th eir 
old 
age. 
And iii 
business, 
professions, 
and 
public affairs, it is not rare 
to 
fin I 
men doing their best work at tile 
age of sixty or seventy. 
W ith the recording of knowledge 
in p rin t and the increase of populu 
Hon— dem anding an 
infinite supply 
of goods— an entirely new situation 
began confronting the aged laborer. 
M achinery was invented to turn out 
vast 
quantities 
of 
com m odities— 
com peting w ith hand 
labor 
to 
its 
disadvantage. 
F atig u e, produced by 
overspeeding, and the 
hazards 
and 
tile strain s ch aracteristic of modern 
m achinery, have shortened the perio I 
of 
effective 
service 
of 
industrial 
workers. 
Few persons can play any 
part in modern in d u stry after they 
have passed th ree score years of age. 
At an age when w orkm en in agricul­ 
tural pursuits are considered to be in 
th e ir prime, the in d u strial laborer Is 
found to have become w o/n-out "nd 
( Id. 
Tnousands of 
such 
worn-out 
.••>.! '"bikers find 
themselves with 
on: ti iends or relatives to h e p or 
care for them. 
It is this economic senility- -that 
is, the inability to rem ain in industry 
after a certain age has been attained 
— which 
constitutes 
our 
present 
problem of aged 
destitution. 
Amt 
each progressive step, each new in­ 
vention, each new m achine, involves 
the replacem ent of the less efficient 
and elim inates fu rth e r the necessity 
for skill. 
The old 
m echanic’s
